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CRITICS OF ROOSEVELT

Republicans Challenged To

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—(UP)— 
Scathingly condemning republican crit- 
ies of President Roosevelt’s ‘“‘breath- 
ing spell” letter.

Several days later Von Bernstorff| 
was able to deliver to the State De- 
partment a strikingly different kind 
of memorandum. His government re- 
gretted and disavowed submarine com- 
mander’s act, .nd the government was 
prepared to pay indemnity for the 
American lives lost on the Arabic. 
Furthermore, the orders issued by the 
emperor had been made “so stringent 
the recurrence of an _ incident 
similar to the Arabic case is consid-|

“Piece Ye Rosebuds While Ye May.” 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 
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“l had a request from Mrs. Milly 
Porter for a rose pattern to be work- 
ed out in patchwork. She wanted an 
American Beauty design, Of course, 
that is impossible in patchwork, In 
applique it is possible to get the 
curves and richness and opulence of 
the rose but patchwork is angular at 
hest. Perhaps she could use colors 
that would suggest her scheme of an 
American beauty. 

In any case I have designed a rose- 
hud quilt that ought to be effective. 
It bears a family resemblance to the 
“devil's claw,” “bear's paw,” “the 
lilv and all the other squared pat- 
terns. But that is nothing new for the 
same basic pattern 1s of necessity used 
with variations in any patchwork de- 
After all, triangles are triangles 
and squares are squares. This design 
not planned for an allover quilt 
top. I suggest that it be put together 
with alternating blocks of plain ma- 
terial. Then the rosebuds will stand 
out.

LIQUOR TAX HIGH 


Government Collects $411,- 
000,000 in ’34 Revenue. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—(#)—The 
National Industrial Conference board 
announced tonight that federal receipts 
from liquor taxes for the fiscal year 
1935 exceeded those for any year in 
the pre-prohibition period except 1918 
and 1919, when high rates were im- 
posed, 

For the period 1910-1917, annual 
collections ranged between $209.000,- 
WO and S$284,000,000. In the fiscal 
vear ended June 30, 1935, the govern- 
ment collected $411,000,°00 from liq- 
uor taxes of all kinds, 

The board’s report stated that these 
taxes accounted for 25 per cent of 
miscellaneous internal revenue taxes 
in that year and for about 15 per 
cent of all internal revenue taxes, 

These figures are in marked con- 
trast - ith those for the pre-prohibi- 
tion era. In the period 1910-1917, the 
tax on fermented liquors did not yield 
a revenue of as much as $10,000,000 
in any one year, the board stated.
